1. (Previously presented) A composition in the form of a 
free flowing, compressible powder that facilitates 
dissolution and water dispersion of poorly soluble or 
insoluble compounds. 

2. (previously presented) The composition of claim 1 
comprising a solid lipid or a solid lipid mixture that 
dissolves water- insoluble or poorly soluble compounds and 
is able to be absorbed by a porous powder or a mixture of 
porous powders at melt state, and forms solutions, 
micelles, microemulsion or emulsion with the compounds in 
an aqueous medium.

compounds during formulation.
